This rising figure reflects a world trend in

The change started in the late I940§ after 
World War II and has increasingly developed in 
the 1960s, 

While there is less condemnation of unmarried 
mothers than there used to be, social and financial 



difficulties nevertheless arise and their situation 
is a bitter one. 

The two real-life stories on these pages show 
that the situation produces anguish for the girl 
and her family, and provides her and her baby 
with a hazardous beginning to what may well be a 
problem-ridden future. 

The girls concerned are unmarried and preg- 
nant* They are both young, both deserted by the 
men they love, both bravely facing a grim future. 

One of their biggest decisions: Should they 
keep their babies or give them over for adoption?

answers the pilot. 'I'm not a 
civil engineer. 1 ju*t break 
therm I don't build them." 

These lighter moments arc 
rare. They are especially 
rare to a woman. A woman 
finds it hard to accept the 
chilling shorthand of war. 
"Light casualties, heavy 
casualties," These are sons 
and husbands dead and 
maimed. 

From the Press Confer- 
ence you can go, it you like, 
to the American officers 1 
cluh on top of the same 
building. Or, better still, you 
can go to Ihi: top of the 
nine-storey Caravel 1c Hoi el 
that faces one side of the 
main city square of Saigon. 

Tu stay at the Caravelle 
h like getting into heaven 
(by contrast with oilier 
hntels), but the demand for 
iK mm Forts far outruns the 
space. 

So, every day, we enured 
these pearly gates to eat. 
Air - conditioning that 
worked, a top floor dining- 
room u-ith a dress-circle 
view uf the night sky through 
the crisscross shaltcrproofhlg 
tape on plate glass. French 
rooking, ice-cold, clean water 
to drink or anything else. 

Across the street from 
the Caravelle is the Con- 
tinental Palace Hotel. Its 
great high-ceilingcd rceep* 
(inn-room* and tiled ver- 
andas Joi iking oil! on the 
dusty traffic hark back to the 
old colonial days. The Con- 
tinental is somewhat down 
the heavenly scale, but ii has 
one notable distinction. No 
one to date has planted a 
bo ml J in it, as has happened 
at the Caravelle. 

As ''secure** 

If you sii at thp Contin- 
ental For any length of time 
you arc approached by a 
Vietnamese man, neatly 
drcssed T wearing a white 
shirt and bow-tie. He wants 
to tell your fortune. hi 
Saigon f don't want my 
Fortune told. 

There are other hotels, 
some worse than others, ff 
they are on ihe official list 
they arc regarded as 
"secure," This is a prime 
consideration, so one should 
not complain about heat, 
airlessness, thr smelly alley 
outside the "bathroom" 
window, where the crowing 
of a rooster and the crack 
of toy pistols as small chil- 
dren play, produce some 
st range dreams. 

"It's inside/* as an Ameri- 
B<tt nurse on leave said. 
"Itettcr than a tent," 

The main reason that Aus- 
ha ban troops have, as a 
rule, only day lime leave in 
Saigon is the lack of accom- 
modation. Even for the 
Americans, finding enough 
arcom modal ion is a con tinn- 
ing battle.

There is a move to estab- 
lish a leave centre for Aus- 
tralians at Vnng Tau, ihe 
old French seaside resort on 
Cape Six Jacques, a place 
with beaches and some sea 
breezr.

You tell people all this, 
you tell them — if ihey 
don't already know — that 
the people of Vietnam have 
never known anything but 
war; how corruption and

I should have borrowed 
Ron Berg's rantcra in com-

We srarted our 440-mile, 
right-hour run at dawn from 
Vung Tau T where the RAAF 
Transport Flight is leased. 
The C.O,, Squadron-Leader 
Doug Harvey, DFG, AFC 
had picked us up a I Tan Son 
Nhut airport, Saigon, the 
previous afternoon on |hr 
la-.' Irs; of a Wallaby run. 

Squadron- Leader Harvey, 
of Gosiord, N.iW n was -soon 
tu finish his tour of duty in 
Vietnam, He took command 
ol the flight last March. He 
Hew with the famous 467 
Lancaster Squadron over" 
Europe in 1942. 

Yung I an. mile* south- 
east of Saigon on Gape St. 
Jacques at the mouth of the 
Saigon River, stilt looks 
what it once was, a beauti- 
ful seaside resort. 

But the villas built long 
ago by rich Frenchmen are 
being turned into scrvirc 
billets. The KAAF officers 
live in one, the Villa Anna. 
From its balconies you look 
across the estuary and some- 
times see planes dropping 
bombs in the Mekong Delta. 

As many as 20 ships at a 
time are strung along ai ihe 
river entrance. They- are 
waiting for berths at Saigon, 

The contrast of Vung Tau 
with the work that the 
RAAF Flight has been doing 
this last 15 months was 
ncally capsuled in a scrawl 
on the side of one of the 
Caribous. It read: "Wallaby 
Airlines. We fly from peace 
to place/* 

"Peace" is not entirely 
accurate, for there is a cur- 
few (as there is in Saigon), 



and the road GO Saigon is 
dangerous. (Four Am means 
who tried to drive to Vuug 
Tau one night a few weeks 
ago were kidnapped by Viet 
Gun* , 

Nut you understand berter 
when you know what a 
'"Wallaby milk run' 1 entails. 
The American official de- 
scription states that the 
RAAF * fly daily military 
logistical transport missions 
in support of Vietnamese 
military forces." 

Which means what it says. 
LUiL in simpler terms the 
planes carry caigo, supplies 
(which frequently include 
live cattle, pigs, and fowls), 
as well as mail, soldier*, rod 
Mtiat ol the many civilian 
workers in special services. 
They drop supplies to forces 
in the field. The day's work 
n always hard and sweaty — 
and ofren smelly — in a 
mostly un* »kable climate. 

Fair sample 

We didn't rarry an> 
cattle, pill's, or fowls on our 
run, but we saw a fair sample 
Of a day s work. At the end 
of it my notebook was full 
of written questions and 
answers. A Caribou is nm a 
whispering jet- 

SurnmarisedT the notebook 
tells the story, with the chief 
characters as follows:

It Ls 
vimi- time before I grasp his 
role, but he points tu his 
badge, a design showing a 
bird and an envelope. 

Fork-lifts, operated by 
American:! load the heavier 
eaTgo, among which is an 
immense Isox labelled

labelled U FX Stores/' Most 
of the first batch of passers 
gen. leave us here and a new 
tot scramble on. 

By 8.ji> a.m. were flying 
north to Ham Tan, which 
looks as if it is strictly no- 
where We corkscrew down 
On to the red gravel airstrip, 
dust flying. Maitbags are 
heaved out. "Can you take 
passengers?" shouts an 
American sergeant, "One,** 
answers Neil" the Load- 
master, tersely. W T e lose a 
Vietnamese in a white shirt 
and gain one of his country- 
men in uniform 

Lip again and out to the 
coast. Phan Thief airstrip has 
a better surface, hut there s 
still plenty of dust* ' l I got 
eight passengers/* "We'll take 
four." 

The great rase of anchor 
bolts is slid over the cargo 
ramp and thumps to tin- 
ground. Phan Thiel is a 
biggish town near the sea and 
provides the first inkling of 
what people, mean when they 
lay this is a beautiful country 
from the air.

The dust >s replaced by a 
swirl of cloud as we fiy from 
Scum Mao to Phan Rang, 
The American opposite me. 
is dozing. Toi is asleep. 

At Phan Ram; a voire 
yells: "How many guys can 
you take?" "Six off/' counts 
Neil, ^six on." Cargo is 
rolled olf, heaved on> As 
we rise, Malcolm points out 
the bulldozed earth where 
American foreen are building 
a iO.OrtOfi strip. Soon Phan 
Rang won't need a Caribou 
call. 

Supply base 

Fifteen minutes later we 
pass over what Time Maga- 
zine called 'the manifesto of 
American engineering" — the 
huge base at Cam Ranh Bay 
From the air the (jreat 
harbor, surrounded by green 

mountains, is cxlremeh 
beautiful. 

The Americans have spent 
[IK) million dollars to develop 
Cam Ranh as a supply base. 

When we first arrived in 
South Vietnam an American 
civilian had said to me, 
"After this is over. Cam 
Ranh could he a fine loutist 
resort." The idea had Seemed 
incongruous at the lime. 

lr was slill incongruous 
when I looked dtnvn at the 
great bultdoced I uy side of 
red sand patterned with annv 
buildings and venules and 
ihe newly built ducks. But 
it was easier to understand 
his i bought. 

Another quarter hour and 
we land at Mia Trans. The 
midday sun beat) down on 
what could be a military 
airfield anywhere in the 
world- C^nrrcriion; Any hut 
place in the world. 



"Want a lift, Ma'am?" 
asks ihe Crew Chief of a big 
transport plane. "We're going 
to Saigon. 1 " We explain that 
out Caribou is refuelling 
nearby. I lad we accepted the 
invitation we'd have seen a

I stare at a dobemaster, 
awe-inspiring to one who 
made her tirst flight in a 
Gipsy Moth, Graeme takes 
i lie nearer to look through 
the huge cargo door".

So this is the story of our trials and tribu- 
lations in taking tht- first step toward a goal 
which, I think, is of great importance. 

J SOON found, to tny relief, that Jersey 
appeared to have taken us to its heart. 
The kindness that has been snnwn to us 
has been tremendous, both from official* and 
the islanders. 

After all, when living on an Island eight 
miles by twelve, people may be pardoned for 
having certain Qualms when someone wanti 
Lo start a zoo and import a lot of apparently 
dangerous animals. 

In a wo of five or six hundred animal* 
the variety and quantity of food they con- 
sume are staggering, It is the orte thing that 
must not be stintrd if they are to be kept 
healthy and happy. 

Above all, the food must be no| only 
plentiful but good. Cleanliness and good 
food go a long way to cut down disease. 

When you consider that must animals in 
the wild state — unless they are natural car- 
rion feeders — always cat the freshest of food, 
surb as fresh fruit and freshly killed meat, 
it is scarcely to be wondered at when they 
sicken and die if fed oil a diet that is "not 
fit for hiunan consumption," 



Some time ago a grocer telephoned us 
inquiring whether we- would like some 
peaches. He explained that his deep-freeze 
had gone wrong and it contained some 
South African peaches which had gone black 
just round the seed. 

There was absolutely nothing wrong with 
them, he assured us, but they Were unsalc- 
aMc. Wc said we would be delighted. 

But it might happen that someone else, 
in the most kindly way, would bring us a 
whole lorry load of completely rotten and 
mildewed peaches and be bun and puzzled 
when we refused them on the grounds thai 
they were unfit for animal consumption. 

One of the biggest killers in a roo is that 
rather nebulous thing called enteritis, an 
infection of the stomach- This can cause an 
animal's death, and even a mild attack can 
weaken the creature and open the door to 
pneumonia or some other deadly complaint. 
Bad fruit can cause enteritis quicker dun 
most things. 

As soon as the people of Jersey knew 
what our requirements were in ihe matter 
of food, they rallied round in the most 
extraordinarily generous way, 

Take calves, for instance. In Jersey , most 
hull calves are slaughtered at birth, and 
tout! Ht arrived they were simply buried., 
for they were too small to be marketable. 

We discovered this quite by accident when 
a farmer telephoned us and asked, rather 
doubtfully, if a dead calf was any use to us. 

It was I ben that we found out there was 
this wonderful source of fresh meat* meal 
which — from the animal point of view — 
could not have been mnre natural, for not 



only was it freshly killed (sometimes still 
warm] but it also included the hearts, livers, 
and other internal organs which were so 
good for them, Gradually the news spread, 
and at certain times of the year we were 
receiving as many as sixteen calves a day. 

Other farmers, not to be outdone, offered 
us tomatoes and apples, and would bring 
whole lorry toads around. 

One man telephoned to say he had ;i 
"few" sunflowers, the heads of which were 
now ripe — would wc like them? A* usual, 
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hwi of fascinating small mammals, birds, 
reptiles, and scam attention is being 
paid to their preservation, as ihrv are 
Pother edible nor wearable and are of little 
wn, 'fcif1 to the tourist who demands lion* 
* Hi J ihinoa.

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• Famous animal expert end 
author Gerald Durrell has travelled

When the paint had dried as hard as 
armor on his fur he looked so miserable we 
decided to put him into the rage next dnor, 
which contained a female baboon and two 
female drills, in the hope thai they would 
clean him. 

When Frisky was let in with them they 
viewed him with alarm. It was some time 
before they plucked up enough courage m 
approach him.

I was glad to see, when his mane started 
to develop, that he was guuig to he a lilond 
lion, for in my experience the Uons with 
blond manes, as opposed to dark ones, have 
always nice, if slightly imbecile, characters. 

Thin theory has been amply borne out by- 
Leo's behaviour. He had in his cage a large 
log as a plaything and a big black rabbet 
bucket for his water ration. 

This bucket fascinated him. and after h? 
had drunk his fill he would upset the 
remains of the water and then pat the 
bucket wilh his great pawn, making it roll 
round the cage. 

In his second year Leo decided, aft>r 
mature reflection, that it was a lion's duty 
to roar. He was not awfully sure how to go 
about it, so he would retire to quiet corners 
of bis cage and practise softly to himself. 

He was rather shy of this new accomplish- 
meat and would stop and pretend it had 
nothing to do with him if ynu came in view. 

When he was satisfied that the timbre was 
right and his breath com ml perfect, he 
treated us to hiu first i/onr.eii. It was a 
wonderful moonlight night when he started, 
and we were nil delighted that l^eo was, at 
last, a proper lion.

The trouble was that Leo was so proud 
of his accomplish mem that he could not 
w,ait until nightfall to givr an the benefit nl 
his vocal cords. lie Started ■ oaring earlier 
and earlier each evening, and would keep n 
up solidly all night, with live- minute inter* 
valx for meditation between each roar. 

Sometimes, when he ^as in particularly 
good voice, you could imagine he was sitting 
on the end nf your bed serenading you. We 
all Iwgnn to be somewhat jaded. 

We found thai if we opened the bedroom 
window and shouted, "Leo, shut up*' this 
had the effect of silencing him for half an 
hour* 

Now Leo hai learned to mar widi a rer- 
tain amount of discretion, but even so there 
are nights especially at full moon — when 
the only thing to do is to put the pillow over 
your hend and corse the day you ever 
decided you wanted a /no. 

We also obtained in our 5rst year two 
South African penguins, called Ihlly and

beaks skyward and brtty to the heavens like 
a couple of demented donkeys. 

I am not quite sure when the rift in this 
happy friendship appeared or for what 
reason. But one morning we saw Trumpy 
fly over into the penguin enclosure and pio- 
ceed to beat up Dilly and Dally in the most 
ferocious manner. He flew' at them t wings 
out, feathers bristling, pecking and scratch- 
ing until the two penguins (who were twice 
his «ze) were forced to take refuge in the 
pool. ** \ Vi 

Trumpy stood on the edge of the pond 
and cackled triumphantly al them. We 
chased Trumpy out of the enclosure and 
scnlded him, whereupon he shuffled his 
feathers carelessly and stalked off.- * 

After that we had to watch him, for be 
took every opportunity tn fly over the wire 
and attack poor Dilly and Dally, who, at the 
sight of him, would Rop hysterically into tin 
water. 

One morning he did tltis once too often. 
He must have flown over very early before 
any title was about, inienf on giving the pen- 
guin* a lushing, hut they had grown tired 
of these assaults and round rd oti him. 

One of them, with a lucky perk, must 
tujtyc caught him off balance and knocked 
him into ihe p«Kil, frum which — with his 
waterlogged feathers — he Couldn't climb out. 

This was the penguins' triumph. A* 
Trumpy floundered helplessly they eir< ted 
round, peeking at him vicimisly with their 
razur-rfiarp ttraks. When he was found he 
was still floating in the pond, bleeding fcum

a number of pecks, and with just enough 
strength to keep his head above water. 

AnoTher new arrival that caused us a cer- 
tain amount of trouble was Delilah, a large 
female African crested porcupine. 

She arrived at the airport in a crate that 
looked suitable for a couple of rhinoceroses 
— why became obvinus when we peered 
mto the crate, for even in that short air 
journry she had succeeded in nearly 
demolishing one side with Iter great yellow 
tec-ih. 

When she saw us looking into the crate 
she u tiered a ieries of such fearsome roars 
and gnrks thai one would have been par- 
doned for thinking it contained a pride ol 
starving lions- 
She stamped her feet petulantly on ihe 
flour of the rrate, and rattled and clattered 
her long black-and-white quills like a crackle 
of musketry. It was obvious that Delilah 
was a personality to be reckoned with. 

The old Table oT a porcupine being able 
to shoot its quills out like arrows is untrue. 
The quills, some of them 14im long, are 
planted loosely in the skin of the back, and 
when the animal iss harried by an enemy it 
backs rapidly in in the adversary fthe qutlls 
point backward), jabs the quills into him 
as deeply as possible, and then rushes 
forward. 

This action drives the quill % into the 
enemy and pulls them loose from the porcu- 
pine's skin, no thr enemy is Irft looking like 
a weird sort of pin -cushion — and so rapidly 
that you are quite apt to get the impression 
that the porcupine has shot its adversary 
full of quills. 

Deli Lab used to do this with great fre- 
quency, and at feeding and cleaning times 
you had to be prepared lo drop everything 
and leap high and wide. 

She lived happily in her new quarters for 
about three months before the wanderlust 
seized her. 

It was a crisp winter's evening when 
Delilah decided there might be something 
in the outside world that her cage lacked, 
and so she set to work with her great, 
rurved yellow teeth, lipped a large hole ht

ERICA'S CHARM 



By R. H. ANDERSON 

ERICAS, or heaths, reward thr 
gardener with shrubs which 
have a profusion of interesting 
little flowers over a long period 
There are over 500 species, most 
of which come from South Africa 
and Southern Europe. 

The various j pedes And varieties 
have different flowering periods and, 
if carefully selected, can put « a 
show during most months ofthe yeaj 
Most, however, have their heaviest 
blooming from June to Octolwr 

Some arc comparatively short-lived 
8-10 years). In height the best 
known vary from 2ft- to 6ft. T although 
there are good dwarf varieties, about 
I2ia. high, which are very useful for 
rock gardens, borders, or pots. 

Ericas do best in sandy, peaty soil 
t light foams with plenty of leaf- 
mould. They are intolerant of lime, 
j It hough several species, surh as 
Erica caruea and darleyemu, are 
more adaptable. Animal manures 
should be avoided. 

There is evidence to ah aw that, at 
times, satisfactory growth is dependent 
m the presence of myearrhiia in the 
toil — tiny fungal growths which assist 
the roots in their worlc 

If a plant remains unthrifty after 
good attention, take a little soil from 
around another Erica which is doing 
well and place it with the toil of the 
ailing plant.

Variable in habit, it is- tome- 
times almost prottrate, or a few inches 
hij5h t but c*n make a ihrub up to 4ft, 
The common form has purplish -pink 
ftY'werj, but there is a white variety and 
one with double flowers. It ii very 
hardy, tolerating snow and heavy wind, 
and will grow on moit soils, although 
preferring peaty, sandy, time-free ones. 

In Australia we have our own native 
heaths which, although not in the same 
botanical family, are very closely related 
to the Ericas and have similar features. 
The best known are the varioui species 
of Epaeris, conimunly seen in poor sand- 
stone country.

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Sometimes the child will do surprising things if left 
alone. I once listened while a friend of mine chastised her 
eight -year-old daughter because she would rwt tell how 
she had spent her pant three weeks* allowance. 

Finally, in tears, the jjirl blurted out the truth. Mother's 
Day was coining: up and fab by had saved her allowance 
money tn buy a package of needles and thread for her 
mother. But now there would be no surprise. Her mother 
vowpd never again to he so highhanded abuut Libby's 
management of her finances, 

Not all parents learn that lesson. Many children arc 
not permitted to spend a penny of their allowances with, 
nut prior approval by a parent. 

Mr. Johnson has regular accounting sessions with his 
children throughout the week. These often end in anger, 
frustration, and tears. He may make good book keepers 
OUl of hi*; youngsters, but he's not treating them fairly. 
Even more important, he i* not helping ihcm to want 
to act responsibly. 

Another father dictates the kinds of things his boy 
ran buy. Books and certain toys are all right. Chewing 
gum, lollies, and ice-cteam are out. Cricket and foot- 
ball samcs arc OK_, movies are not. 

Some youngsters have a savings system forced upon 
them by their parents. Of course, children should lcam 
to nave, but if the lesson is to slick there has to be desire 
on their part- 

Parcnfs ran'l give rhem that desire by taking bark part 
of their allowance mnuey in an enforced savings plan. 
If they are furccd to save, they arc not doing it them^ 
selves. 

Also bewildering to a child h to "increase" his allow* 
anre by just rhe amount needed to pay for a new obliga- 
tion. One father, for example, raised his young son's 
weekly allowance from a shilling to 2/6 a week. But the 
extra 1/6 went to pay Cubs dues. A child doesn't learn 
much about handling money when he is given an additional 
1/6 which he automatically hands over to someone else. 

Learning by mistakes ■ . . 

Its important to allow a child to make mistakes with 
his own money. That's how he I earns. If he gorge* him- 
self on lollies costing one whole week's allowanre, be prob- 
ably won't do it twice. And he's learned Ins le-vson by 
himself, something he couldn't have done just by being 
told he shouldn't buy all those lollic* at once. 

If his allowance money is stolen from him, or \\ he is 
C&re^&nl and loses it, that, too, is part of his learning 
about the world. Sarah's mother insisted on replacing the 
threepences, sixpences, and shillings misplaced by her sob- 
teen daughter — and then complained because Sarah be* 
came increasingly careless about her money aud other 
possession*. 

Taking away allowance money as psutishment or offer- 
ing monetary rewards as inducement to good conduct arc 
rwo common parental errors. Both of these practices 
associate money with morality; they plant die suggestion 
that a child's good behaviour is for purchase in the market- 
place, 

In some families a ynongsier's rotirine household chores 
are « on fused with allowance money and earnings. II hr 
is to make his .bed every morning, clean ids room ottce a 
week, and carry out the garbage, then those chores arc 
part of Ids household duties and have nothing to do with 
money. They are the responsibilities he is expect rd to 
Wutttme as part of a family unit. 

Thirteen -year-old Mane got paid for everything — 
getting up on time, making her bed, setting the table, 
hanging out clothes for her mother. When she began to 
get Outside baby-sitting jolis which paid considerably more 
money, she quit doing Jobs at home. 

Her parents had taught her to do her t bores for money 
rather than as a responsible part of living. When her 
talents brought more money elsewhere, she lost ityjeresi 
in her household tasks. The price tag at home wasn't 
high enough. \ 

On the other hand, there are jobs — rral jobs — that 
do deserve extra money, and a child should have an oppor- 
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tuaity to earn it. One way to differentiate such wnrk 
from regular rhotcs is to ask whether someone else would 
have tip be paid to do it. 

In some famibei, lawn-rnowing is like dish-washing — 
a matter of rout me In utheT*, fathers pay for having the 
lawn mowed. Where this is the practice, when a child is 
old enough to take aver, he should get extra compensation 
for the job* 

For all families, sound money values can be summed up 
in a few simple, basic rules: 

• When cMldren first move out into the world, at kinder- 
garten or first grade, start them with a small allowance — 
6d or 1/- a week, completely free of strings, 

• Review youngsters^ financial needs periodically, then 
work out a solution with them. 

• Expect quality performance for money earned when 
children arc old enough to take on extra jobs, but don't 
underpay them. 

• Don't overvalue money by putting a price tag on 
everything. 

• Take your children into your confidence to the extent 
of letting them know what your general financial status is. 

• Be nesible. Each child is different. 

• Try not to get angry over money or money problems. 

• Finally, remember that children learn more about 
responsibility ii they're allowed to work out their money 
problems for themselves. 

Money needs and desires change rapidly in the ymrng. 
Ifs a long jump from lollies and r hewing gum at six to 
fancy blouses and beach wear, etc., at IS, but it's all part 
of the same pattern. For money attitudes begin early and 
they last throughout our hv< -

• For the last few days I've been living 
in ihe past — 177 years in the past, to bt 
exact — as IVe read a 1950 facsimile copy 
of "The Voyage of Governor Phillip to 
Botany Bay," containing tt all that is yet 
known of the Settlement at Sydney-Cove/ 



WHAT astonishes mr is how much 
they already did know, since this 
372-page volume, with 55 maps and 
engravings (mainly of animals], was 
published in London in 1789, only 
a year after the colony's foundation. 

Already one or two live animals, the 
skins of many animal* and bird-.. Iniur 
specimens, plants, and ii-eds had be*-u 
wnt bat It to England. 

The vignette which decorates the title 
page was engraved from a medallion that 
I he great Josiah Wedgwood had mod r I led 
from a small piece of Sydney rjay sent 
home on onr of the first reiumine ships. 

Governor Phil tip muss have been basically 
a very gentle man. Within a few days of 
trading he'd personally put himself on 
reasonable terms with the natives near the 
settlement; and he had introduced I hem 
to die European method of boiling meat 
(the aborigines broiled iheii meat directly 
over the fire) and pantomimed how they 
could use large s'aelli instead of pois to 
boil things in. 

He had also laid down a rule that when 
his men were fishing they were to give 
part of their catch lo any natives who came 
near them; he always approached them 
atone and unarmed, leaving the rest of his 
men some distance behind him.

tribes near Sydney. Gave wot Phillip had 
had the misfortune to lose one of hti {rent 
top teeth. So had all the mature aboriginal 
males — but with them it was no misjor- 
tune, it tear a mark of initiation ichich they 
were quick to notice in the headman of the 
newly arrhed whites. 

And di,ivt forget iho&e 
five rabbits of distinction! 

JN the early days, beforr the most severe 
food shortages and before lesser men 
than Phillip had antagonised the natives, the 
new arrivals were pretty cheerful afK.njt what 
they found at Sydney Clove. 

The rbmate, they said, was equal tn the 
fine-si in Europe, and they thought it was 
very nice I fiat there weren't any fogs. In 
no time at all they had cauliflowers and 
melon* gruwiiur in the Governor's garden, 
and their ora litre and fig trees and grape 
vines were flourishing. 

They were a little put nut by the heavy 
Pchfuaty rains (who isn't, even today >) 
Uld taken aback by the lack of rain in May, 
when \ht\ had fanned 4 wet reason Vknuld 
set in to germinate their barley and wheat. 

Livestock, which had to be transported 
thousands of dangenms sea mile* on little 
overcrowded ship* and then pastured on 
unfamiJiar graitaex which might not suit 
them, were one of their biggest worries. 

In May, four months after the first land- 
ing, the entire livestock of the settlement 
comisied of one stallion, three mares, three 
rult.% two bulls, five town, 29 dieep, 19 
goats, 74 pigs* 18 turkeys, 29 geese, 35 
ducks, 122 fowl^ B7 rhirkens, and — wail 
for it, five rabbits! 

T'Jl bet that, despite drought* and fires 
and dingoes and foxes and traps and guns 
and cyanide and myxomatosis, there are 



still rabbits hopping round who can 
that they're descended From those i i i h 
nurtured First 1'leeten. 

Soon after this list was made Oat b* 
Andrew Miller, the Commissary, v. aiitt 
struck. The two hulls and two c«n be- 
longing to *hc Government, and t! tun 
cows owned by the Governor hi nself, 
"having been left for a time by th rrm 
who was appoiuied to attend ihcUL, tfoj 
inlo the woods,, and though Ihry attt 
traced to some distance, never cut 1 be 
recovered. This was a loss which n -i br 
tor some rime irreparable/" 

Sixteen yean later, zchrn Cidl* ■", Kim 
was Governor, he went on an expedition 3f 
mites beyond Parratnatta and tn ■<>> 
Sfpr&n River to look at the "setnttxl 
i'ng herds" that had resulted from fAti bn of 
bad luck in Governor Phillip's day. M, 
Ktng went uith him, becoming "r 
and only lady to cross tht 1 Nepean" raid- 
ing to the Sydney "Gazelle" of 1804
